I beleve it wil not be found a verre diffekult 
task to proov hware the advantage lies ; for, ad-

steep or diffekult plases. He had kontrakted an 
awkwurd manner of shrugging up his shoulders : 
to remmede this, he praktist in a narro kind ov 
pulpit, over hwitsh hung a sharp instrument, in 
sutsh a manner, that, if in the heet ov akshun this 
moshun eskaped him, the point reminded him ov 
his errur. Thus, by perseveranse, Demosthenes, 
hoo in his first essa was hist by his awdeturs, 
bekame so sellebrated that awl Greece kame to 
Athens in krowds to heer him.

In rekkummending perseveranse and industre, 
I wood not be understood to be an eneme to 
amusement; relaksashun is ekwalle nessesserre 
to the health of the body, as studde to the ira- 
proovement of the mind ; but kare must be taken 
to make tshoise ov sutsh plezhurs as will not have 
a tendense to injur the objekts tha are ment to serv. 

Wawking and riding, eksersizes that kawl forth 
ajilite and egzershun, wil, at the time tha ad 
strenkth to the body, give addishunal vigur to the 
understanding. This wil stil reseve a furthur im- 
proovement, by devoting a porshun ov our time to 
the societe of a fu selekt frends ; whare, in tsheer- 
ful innosent konversashun, the aktiv pouurs of the 
mind may be displayed, and the sole insenseble led 
to the luv and praktis ov vertshu. 

Thare ar also public amuzements, hwitsh, mod- 

derately pursued, will be servisabl : of theze the 

staje stands foremost, hooze end is, "To hold as 

'twere the mirrur up to natshure, to sho vert- 

shu her own fetshure, skorn her own image, and 
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the verre aje and body ov the time its form and 
presshure." 

Thus, my deer Henre, may ours of lezhure be 
proffetable dispozd of, and amuzement thus pur- 
sued wil kawz us to return to our several dutys 
with redubbled ennerje. 

24. LETTUR XXIV. 

Evere pursute immoderatele givn wa to, de- 
fects its own dezine : thus, amusement, hwen it 
is sufferd to bekum our tscheef konsern, lozes its 
valu, pawls upon the senses, and that hwitsh by 
its modderate yuse wos a sourse of plezhur, bekums 
by the abuse a real pain. 

I rekkummend to you therefore alwaze to be 
upon your gard, to watsh yourself narrowle ; and 
shood you perseve the luv ov amuzement ganing 
an ascendensy in yure mind, shun it as you wood 
a kontajun ; fly to yure studdes, to the attanement 
of nollidje and vertshu : theze will proov a sheeld 
agenst the allurements of vise, and, wunse obtaned, 
wil pave the wa to lasting and sollid happenes. 

An inordenate luv of plezhur is destruktiv to 
all klasses of mankynd ; to the jentlman it tends 
to certain disonnur ; to the man of biznes, it 
kawzes that irrezolushun and prokrastenashun 
hwitch leeds to bankruptcy ; and on awl its deluded 
voteres it entales sertin mizzere. 

I am perswaded these konsiderashuns wil have 
du wait with you, that you wil not permit amuze- 
ment to obtane the furst plase in your mind, but 
wil pursu it onle as a necesserre releef from the 
dutes of life. 
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25. LETTUR XXV. 

MY DEAR 8UN, 

I resevd your lettur, and am delited with 
the karaktur yu giv me ov yure yung frend. You 
deskribe him as being affabl, oblijing, komple- 
zant ; as wun who plezes awl, and with hoom awl 
are plezed. Yure warm and annemated kommen- 
dashuns make me hope that you see those ameabl 
kwolletes in thare true lite, that you wil endevur 
to imetate so good an egzampl, and to let the 
koppe ekwal, if possebl, the orijenal. 

There is nuthing we awt more to inkurridje 
in ourselvz and uthers, than good-natshure. 
Wer this kwollete in more jeneral yuse, wood 
men in ekstshanje for envy, mall is, and injustis, 
substetute the jentler vertshus ov kyndnes, benev- 
volense, and good- wil to eatsh uther ; the kalam- 
etes insedent to humanety would be materealle 
lessend, and the paths ov life, too often strewd 
with thorns, would be kuvvurd with rozes. 

I shal konclude this letter in the wurds ov Mr. 
Addison : — 

" Good-natshure is more agreeable in konver- 
sashun than wit, and gives a sertin air to the koun- 
tenanse hwitsh is more ameabl than buty. It 
shows vertshu in the farest lite ; takes off in some 
mezhur from the deformete ov vise, and makes 
even rolle and impertenense supportabl."

so injureus to the puzzessur as wit ; hwen used

Pepl ar very apt to enjoy 
a jest at the ekspense ov their nabur ; but when 
tha reflekt tha are ekwallv liabl to bekum the nekst 
objekts ov it, they will unite their forses agenst 
the kommun enemy ; and tho tha kontinu to like 
the trezun, wil detest the tratur. The good-na- 
tshurd wit, hoo, from the natshural liveliness of his 
dispozishun, nose not how to avoid the propensete 
of jesting ; hoo, being an enemy to nun, imadjins 
himself sekure from making' en emyz; shood rek- 
kollekt, that unles the persun playd upon be 
ekwalle good-natshurd, (a tshanse very much 
against him) the attak innosentle givn will be re- 
turned with asperete. 

The danjur ov wit is thus butefulle deskribd by 
Sterne : — 

" Trust me, this unware plezzentry ov thine wil, 
soonur or latur, bring the into skrapes and dine- 
kultes, hwitsh no aftur-wit kan ekstrekate thee out 
ov : too oft I see it happns in thoze salles, that 
the person laft at konsidurs himself in the lite of 
the persun injurd, with awl the rites of sutch a 
situashun belonging to him ; and hwen thou 
vuest him in that lite, too, and rekkunest upon his 
friends, his famele, his kindred, and allize ; and 
musterest up with them the menne rekrutes hwitsh 
wil list under him from a sense of kommun daja^ut* 
'tis no extravagant aritlaxty^i \o wj * ^^ ^ 
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evere ten jokes thou hast got an hundred ennemet ; 
and till thou hast gon on and raz'd a swarm or 
wosps about thine eers, and art half stung to deth 
by them, thou wilt nevvur be konvinst it w so." 

27. LETTUR XXVII. 

Hb that is truly polite knows how to kon- 
tradikt with respekt, and to pleez without addula- 
shun ; and is ekwalle remote from an insippid kom- 
plazanse and a lo famillearete. 

I do not rekkollekt evvur to have met with a 
justur deffenishun of good-breeding than the abuv : 
it points out, in konsise but forsebl wurds, the dif- 
fcrense between jennuin and affekted politeness, 
and planele shows the kwollefekashuns nessesserre 
to the attanement ov the formur. 

In konversashun, hware differrense of opinyun 
wil natshuralle arize, hwen we ar thurrole konvinst 
our arguments ar founded on rezon and ekwete, 
a ferm, but at the same time respektful adherense 
to them bekums a dute, and kannct be konsiddurd 
as an impeetshment ov our politenes. 

Kandur and sinserrete ar jeneralle akkumpanyd 
with true polyteness : the man aktuated with

The folle and pernishus konsekwenses of the 
destruktiv habit ov gaming ar thus deskrib'd by 
Gay; we shood skarsele think it kredebl, this 
pashun kood be so jenneralle prevvalent, did not sad 
ekspereense konferm it in a thouzand mellankollv 
instanses. Trule dredful ar the konsekwenses jen- 
neralle attendant upon the nraktia of t\\va> ^aa. 
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The gamestur, in the pursute ov his gratefeka- 
shuns, not onle barturs his own happenes, but 
entales sertin mizzere on awl thoze hoo ar un- 
fortshunatele dependent upon him. Wer it pos- 
sebl to limit the punishment ov this krime to 
the purpetratur ov it, there wood be little room 
for pitte ; but hwen it is rekkollekted that a de- 
zerving wife and innosent offspring ar too off *n in- 
volvd in the jenneral ruin, we kannot avoid lament- 
ing the shokking effekts of pla, and beholding this 
ruenus propensete with a just abhorrense.

lives; and by a rezzolushuu to e>v*s ^ «s*x^ 
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grattefekashun of our pashun or apparent interest, 
hwen it stands in kompetishun with dute.

In ordur to sukseed in the guvvernment ot 
your tempur, it wil be nessesserre for you to be 
konstantle on your gard ; to put a tshek upon evere 
emoshun,ov angur you find rizing in your mind ; to 
wotshnarrole, and to stifl in its burth, evere impulse 
ov pashun.

I do not, thare- 
fore, meen tp giv you a krittekal essa upon the

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hints, with regard to the yuse ov wun partikkular 
pereud ov that long time hwitsh I hope you have 
before you : I meen the next two yeers. 

Remembur, then, that hwotevur nollidje you do 
not sollidle la the foundashun ov before you are 
ateen, you wil nevur be master ov hwile you breeth. 
Nollidje is a kumfurtabl and nessesserre retreet 
and sheltur for us in an advanst aje ; and if we do 
not plant it hwile yung, it will giv us no shade 
hwen we grow old. 

I nethur rekwire nor ekspelit from you grate 
applekashun to books, after you are wunse thrown 
out into the grate wurld. I know it is impossibl ; 
and it may even, in sum kases, be improppur : 
this, tharefore, is your time, and your onle time, 
for unwered and uninterrupted applekashun. If 
you shood sumtimes think it a littl laboreus, kon- 
siddur that labur is the unavoidabl fateeg ov a 
nessesserre jurne. The more ours a day you 
travel, the soonur you wil be at your jurne's end.

We ar sum ov us verre fon,d ov nollidge, and 
apt to valu ourselvz upon enne profishense in the 
sienses ; wun siense, however, thare is, wurth more 
than awl the rest and that is, the siense ov living 
wel ; hwitsh shal remane hwen, "Hwethur thare be 
tungB, they shall sese ; hwether there be nollidje, 
J t shall vanish awa." As to i\u ho&Yhmv«, and nu 
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doktrins, ov hwitsh this aje is fruteful, the time 
shal knm hwen tha shal be eksploded, and wood 
be forgottn, if tha hware not prezerv'd in thoie 
eksellent books hwitsh kontane a konfutashun "ov 
them : like insekts prezerv'd for ajes in ambur, 
hwitsh othurwise wood soon hav return' d to the 
kommon mass ov things.

On Relidjus Prinsepls and Behavyur. 

Relidjun is rather a mattur of sentement than 
rezening. The important and interesting artekls 
ov faith ar suffishentle plane.

If 
you get into that, you plunge into a kaos, from 
hwitsh you wil nevvur be abl to ekstrekate yourself. 
It spoils the tempur, and, I suspekt, has no good 
effekt on the hart.

I wish you to go no farthur than the Scrip- 
tshures for your relidjus opinynns. 

Enibrase thoze you find kleerle reveeld. 

Nevur perpleks yourselvz about sutsh as you do 
not undurstand, but treet them with silent and 
bekuming reverense. 

I wood advise you to reed onle sutsh relidjus 
books as ar addrest to the hart, sutsh as inspire 
pius and devout affekshuns, sutsh as ar proppur 
to direct you in your kondukt ; and not sutsh as 
tend to entangl you in the endles maze ov opin- 
yuns and sistems. 

Be punktual in the stated purformance ov 
your private devoshuns, morning and evening. If 
you hav enne sensebillite or emajenashun, this 
wil establish sutsh an interkourse between you and 
the Supreme Being, as wil be ov infinit konsek- 
wense to you in life. It will kommunekate an 
habitual tsheerfulness to your tempurs, giv a ferm- 
nes and steddenes to your vertshu, and enabl you 
to go thro* awl the visissetudes ov human life with 
propriete and dignete. 

I wish you to be reggular in your attendanse on 
publik wurship and in reseving the kommuneun. 
Allow nuthing to interrupt your public or private 
devoshuns, eksept the performanse ov some aktiv 
dute ov life, to hwitsh tha shood alwayz giv plase. 

In your behavyur at publik wurship, obzerv an 
egzemplare attenshun and gravvete. 
That e/fsfcreem'striktnes \xmU\ilTekk\immend

ov your akkwanetanse as a superstishus attatsh- 
ment to forms ; but, in the advise I giv you on 
this and uthur subjekts, I hav an eye to the spirit 
and mannurs ov the aje. Thare is a lewete and 
dissepashun in the prezent mannurs, a koldnes 
nnd listlesnes in hwotevur relates to relidjun, 
nwitsh kannot fale to infekt you, unles you pur- 
puzle kultevate in your minds a kontrare bias, and 
make the devoshunal won habitual.

The hier endowments ov the mind we 
admire at a distanse, and hwen enne impropriete 
ov behavyur akkumpanes them, we admire with- 
out luv ; tha are like some ov the distant stars, 
hooz benenshal influense duz «not veefcsk ^a>* 

& 
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Hwareaz, ov the influense ov jentlenes all in some 
mezhure partake, and tharefore awl luv it. The 
man ov this karraktur rizes in the wurld without 
a struggl, and flurrishes without enve. His mis- 
fortshunes ar yuneversalle lamented; and his 
falings ar ezele forgivn. 

But hwotever may be the effekts ov this vertshu 
on our eksternal kondishun, its influense on our 
internal enjoyment is sertin and powerful. That 
inward trankwillete hwitsh it promotes, is the 
furst rekwezit to evere plezhurabl feeling. It is 
the kalm and kleer atmosfere, the serennete and sun- 
shine ov the mind. Hwen benignete and jentlnes 
rain within, we ar alwayz leest in hazurd of being 
ruffld from without; evere person and evere 
okkurrense ar beheld in the most favurabl lite. 
But let sum klouds ov disgust and ill-yumur 
gathur on the mind, and immedeatele the seen 
tshanges : natshur seems transformd ; and the 
appeeranse ov awl things is blakken'd to our vu. 
The jentl mind is like the smooth streem hwitsh 
reflekts evere objekt in its just proporshun, and 
in its farest kullurs. The violent spirit, like 
trubbld warturs, rendurs bak the imajes ov things 
distorted and broken, and kommunekates to them 
awl that disordurd moshun hwitsh arizes solele 
form its own ajjetashun.

wil leed us to this konklushun, that amung the 

different kondishuns and ranks ov men, the bal- 

lanse or happened is prezerv' d m a. ^rafce mezhore

the poor, approtsh, in point ov real enjoyment, 
mutsh nearer to etsh uthur than is kommunle 
immajind. In the lot ov man, mutshual kompen- 
sashuns, both ov plezhur and pane, yuneversalle 
take plase. Prowedense nevur intended that enne 
state here shood be kompleetly happe, or entirele 
mizzerabl. If the feelings ov plezhure ar more 
Humerus, and more livele in the hier departments 
ov life, sutsh also ar thoze ov pane. If gratenes 
flatturs our vannete, it multeplize our danjurs. If 
oppulense inkreeses our grattefekashuns, il in- 
kreeses, in the same proporshun, our dezires and 
demands. If the poor ar konfynd to a more narro 
serkl, yet within that serkl li most ov those 
natshural sattisfakshuns hwitsh, after awl the re- 
finements ov art, ar found to be the most jennuin 
and tru. In a state, tharefore, hware thare is 
nether so mutsh to be kuvveted on the one hand, 
nor to be dreded on the uthur, as at furst appeers, 
how submissiv awt we to be to the dispozal ov 
Prowedense ! How temperate in our dezires and 
pursutes ! How mutsh more attentiv to preserv 
our vertshu, and to improov our minds, than to 
gane the doutful and ekwivvokal advantajes ov 
wurldle prosperrete* Blair.

Egzampl of Verassete. 

A Spanish kavvaleer having assassenated a 
Moorish gentlman, instantle fled from justis. He 
woz viggurusle pursu'd, but availing himself ov a 
sudden turn in the rode, he lept, unpersev'd, ovur 
a gard'n wawl. The proprietur, hoo woz also a 
Moor, happen'd to be at that time wawking in the 
garden ; and the Spanyurd fel upon his nees be- 
fore him, akkwainted him with his kase, and in the 
most pathetik mannur imploard konseelment. The 
Moor lisnd to him with kumpashun, and jenerusly 
promjzd his assistanse. He then lokt him in a 
summur-house, and left him with an asshuranse 
that hwen nite approathst he wood provide for his 
eskape. A fu ours afturwards the ded bodde ov 
his sun woz brawt to him, and the deskripshun ov 
the murdurer egzaktle agreed with the appeeranse 
ov the Spanyurd hoom he had then in kustode. 
He konseeled the horrur and suspishun hwitsh he 
felt, and, retiring to his tshamber, remained there 
till midnite. Then going privatele into the garden, 
he opened the door ov the summur-house and thus 
akkosted the kavvaleer : " Kristyan," said he, " the 
yuth hoom you hav murdured woz my onle sun. 
Your krime merits the severest punishment. But I 
hav sollemle pledjd mi wurd for your sekurete, and I 
disdane to violate ev'n a rash engajement with a 
kruel enneme." He kondukted the Spanyurd to 
the stabls, and furnishing him with wun ov his 
swiftest mules, " Fly," sed he, "hwilst the dark- 
nes ov the nite konseels you. Your hands are 
polluted with bind : but God is just, and I humbly 
thank him that my faith \a unspotted, and I hav 
rezind judgment unto Him" Yk*&y*icu 
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Justis Defin'd. 

Mankynd in jenneral are not suffishentle ak- 
kwainted with the import ov the wurd Justis : it ia 
kommonle belev'd to konsist onle in a perfonn- 
anse ov thoze dutys to hwitsh the laws ov societe 
kan oblije us. This, I allow, is sumtimes the 
import ov the word, and in this sense justis is 
distinggwisht from ekwete ; but thare is a justis 
stil more ektensiv, and hwitsh kan be shown to 
embrase awl the vertshues y united. 

Justis may be defin'd, that vertshu hwitsh im- 
pels us to give to evere pers'n hwot is his du. In 
this extended sense ov the wurd, it komprehends 
the praktis ov evere vertshu hwitsh rezn pre- 
skribes or societe shood ekspekt. Our dute to our 
Makur, to etsh uthur, and to ourselvz, ar fulle 
ansurd, if we giv them hwot we ow them. "Thus, 
justis, proppurly speking, is the onle vertshu; and 
awl the rest hav thare orrijin in it. 

The kwolletys ov kandur, fortetude, tsharrete, 
and jennerossete, for instance, are not in thare own 
natshur vertshues : and if evur tha dezerv the 
titl, it is owing onle to justis, hwitsh impels and 
direkts them. Without sutsh a modderatur, kandur 
might bekum indiskreshun, fortetude obstenase, 
tsharrete imprudense, and jennerossete mistaken 
profushun. 

A disinterested akshun, if it be not kondukted 
by justis, is at best iudifferent in its natshur, and 
not unfrekwentle ev'n turns to vise. The eks^ 
penses ov sosiete, ov prezents, ov entertanements, 
and the uther helps to tsheerfulness, ar akshuns 
mecrle ^indifferent hwen not repugnant to a bettur 
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methud ov dispozing ov our superfluites ; but tha 
bekum vishus hwen tha obstrukt or egzhawst our 
abilletis from a more vertshuus dispozishun ov our 
serkumstanses. 

Tru jennerossete is a duti as indispensable nes- 
sessere as thoze impoz'd upon us by law. It is a 
rule impoz'd upon us by rezn, hwitsb shood be the 
suverin law ov a rashunal being. But this jenne- 
rossete duz not consist in obaing evere impulse 
ov humanete, in folloing blind pashun for our 
gyde, and imparing our serkumstanses by present 
benefakshuns, so as to rendur us inkapabl ov 
futshur wuns. 

Mizurs ar jenneralle karakterizd as men without 
onnour or without humanete, hoo liv onle to ak- 
kumulate, and to this pashun sakkrefise evere 
uthur happenes. Tha hav been deskrib'd as mad- 
men, hoo, in the midst ov abundanse, banish 
evere plezhur, and make from imadjenary wonts 
real nesessetys. But fu, verre fu, korrespond to 
thi3 egzadjerated piktshur ; and perhaps thare is 
not wun in hoom awl these sircumstanses ar found 
yunited. Insted ov this, we find the sobur and the 
industreus branded by the vane and the idl with 
this odeus appellashun ; — men hoo, by frugallete 
and labur, raze themselvz abuv thare ekwals, and 
kontribute thare tshare ov industre to the kom- 
raen stok. 

Hwotevur the vane or the ignorant may say, 
wel were it for sosiete had we more ov theze 
karakturs amungst us. In jenneral, these klose men 
ar found at last the tru benefakturs ov sosiete. 
With an avarishus man we seldum loze in our 
delings, but too frekwentle in our kommerse with 
proddegalete. 
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I shal konklude with the advise ov wun ov the 
aintshents to a yung man hoom he saw giving 
awa awl his substanse to pretended distres. " It 
is possebl, that the persn you releve may be an 
onnest man ; and I no that you, hoo releve him, 
ar sutsh. You se then, by your jennerossete, that 
you rob a man hoo is sertanle dezerving, to be- 
stow it on wun hoo may posseble be a roag : and 
hwile you ar unjust in rewawrding unsertane 
merit, you ar dubbly gilty by stripping yourself.' •

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tshanse of effekts, hav a natshural and more 
immedeate tendence in themselvz to resku a man 
from the aksedents ov the wurld, by sof 'ning the 
harts, and winning evere man's wishes to his 
interest. Hwen a kompashunate man fawls, hoo 
woold not pitte him ? hoo, that had powr to do it, 
wood not befrend and raze him up ? or kood the 
most barbarus tempur offur an insult to his distrea 
without pane and#reluktanse ? So that it is awl- 
most a wundur that kuwetusness, evn in spite ov 
itself, duz not sumtimes argu a man into tsharrete, 
by its own prinsepl ov looking forwurds, and the 
ferm ekspektashun it wood delite in ov reseving 
its own agane with yusure. So evident is it in 
the kourse of God's provvedense and the natshural 
streme ov things, that a good cms, wun time or 
uthur, jenneralle meets with a reward. — Jenneralle, 
did I sa ? — How kan it evur fale, when, besides 
awl this, so,larje a tshare of the rekkumpense is so 
inseparabl evn from the akshun itself? Ask the 
man hoo has a tere ov tenderness alwaze redde to 
shed ovur the unfortshunate ; hoo, withawl, is 
redde to distribute and willing to kommunekate ; 
ask him if the best things, hwitsh wits hav sed 
ov plezhur, have eksprest hwot he has felt, hwen, 
by a seezonabl kyndnes, he has " made the hart ov 
the widdo sing for joy." Mark then the eks- 
preshuns ov unutturabl plezhur and harmone in 
his looks ; and sa hwether Solomon has not fixt 
the point of true enjoyment in the rite plase, 
hwen he deklares, " that he nu no good thare woz 
in enne ov the ritshiz or onnurs ov this wurld, 
but for a man to do good with them in his life." 
JVor woz it without Tez'n Yve made this judgment* 
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Doutles he had found and seen the insuffishense 
ov awl senshual plezhurs ; how unabl to furnish 
ethur a rashunal or a lasting skeme ov happenes : 
how soon the best ov them vanisht ; the les eksep- 
eh unabl in vannete, but the giite both " in vannete 
and veksashun ov spirit." — But that this woz ov so 
pure and refin'd a natshur, it burn'd without kon- 
suming; it woz figurativle "the widdo's barrel 
ov meal hwitsh wasted not, and the kruze of meel 
hwish nevur faled." Sterne's Sermons. 



Self-deseet, 

Op the raenne revenjeful, kovetus, false, and ill- 
natshurd pers'ns hwitsh we komplane ov in the 
wurld, tho we awl join in the kry against them, 
hwot man amungst us singls out himself as a krim- 
menal, or ever wunse takes it into his hed that he 
ads to the number ? Or hware is there a man so 
bad, hoo wood not think it the hardest and most 
trafare imputashun to have enne ov those partikku- 
lar vises lade to his tsharje ? 

If he have the simtums evur so strong upon him. 
hwitsh he wood pronounse infallebl in anuthur, 
tha ar indekashuns ov no sutsh mallade in himself. 
— He seez hwot no one else seez, sum sekret and 
flatturing serkumstanses in his favur, hwitsh no 
dout make a wide differense betwikst his kase and 
the party's hwitsh he konderans. 

Hwot other man speeks so of n and vehementle 
against the vise ov pride, sets the weekness ov it 
in a more ojeus lite, or is more hurt with it in 
anuthur, than the proud man himself? It is the 
same with the pashunate, the dezining, the ambi- 
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shus, and sum uthur kommun karakturs In life; 
and being a konsekwense ov the natshur ov sutsh 
vises, and awlmost inseparabl from them, the 
efFekts ov it are genneralle so grose and absurd, that 
hware pity duz not forbid, 'tis plezent to obzerv 
and trase the tsheet thro the several turnings and 
windings ov the hart, and detekt it throu awl the 
shapes and appeeranses hwitsh it puts on. 

Nekst to these instanses ov self-deseet and utter 
ignoranse ov our true dispozishun and karaktur 
hwitsh appeers in not seeing that in ourselvz 
hwitsh shoks us in anuthur man, thare is anuthur 
speshez stil more danjerus and delusiv, and hwitsh 
the more garded perpetualle fawl into from the 
judgments tha make ov different vises, akkording 
to ther aje and komplekshun, and the vareus ebs 
and flows ov ther pashuns and dezires. 

To konseve this, let enne man look into his own 
hart, and obzerv in how different a degre ov de- 
testashun, numbers ov akshuns stand there, the 
ekwalle bad and vishus in themselvz ; he wil soon 
find that sush ov them as strong inklenashun or 
kustum hav prompted him to kommit, ar jenneralle 
drest out and painted with all the false butys 
hwitsh a soft flatturing hand kan give them ; and 
that the uthurs, to hwitsh he feels no propensete, 
appeer at wunse naked and deformed, surrounded 
with awl the tru serkumstanses ov thare folly and 
dishonnur. 

Thus the kase stands with us stil. Hwen the 

pashuns are warmd, and the sin hwitsh prezents 

itself egzaktle 4alles to the dezires, obzerv how 

impetuusle a man wil rush into it, and akt agenst 

awl prinseph ov onnur, justis, and merse, — Tawk 
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to him the moment aftur upon the natshnr of 
anuthur vise to hwitsh he is not addikted, and 
from hwitsh perhaps his aje, his tempur, or rank 
ia life, sekure him ; take notis how wel he rez'ns, 
with hwot ekwete he determins, hwot an onnest 
indignashun and sharpnes he ekspresees agenst it, 
and how insenseble his angur kindls agenst the" 
man hoo hath dun this thing. 

Most ov us ar aware ov, and pretend to detest, 
the barefas'd instances ov that bepokkrese by hwitsh 
men deseve uthurs, but fu ov us ar upon our gard, 
or se that more fatal hepokkrese by whitsh we 
deseve and over-retsh our own harts. It is aflat- 
turing and danjerus distempur, hwitsh has undun 
thousands ; we bring the seeds ov it along with us 
into the wurld, — tha insenseble grow up with us 
from our tshildhood, — tha ly long konseeld and 
undisturbd, and have jenneralle got sutsh deep 
root in our natshurs bv the time we are kum to 
yeers ov understanding and reflekshun, that it re- 
k wires awl we hav got to defend ourselvs from 
their efFekts.

Thare is not a gratur happenes than for a pepl 
to be guvvurnd by jiist and ekwetabl laws ; nor is 
thare, amung the hole kattalog ov illustreus karrak- 
turs, wun that is ekwal to a wize aDd good lejis- 
latur. Ainshent history has immortalized those 
hoo, by the promulgashun ov good laws, hav kon- 
tributed tc the servis ov thare kuntre. Sajes hav 
onnurd, poets have sung them, and ther meiamure 
is as a sweet-smelling savur, grateful to awl the 
wurld. 

The names of Solon and Lycurgus wil be had 
in onnur as long as the rekording paje ov the his- 
torean shall continu to transmit the kattalog ov ain- 
shent wurthys to posterrete. 

The harmone rezulting from a well-ordurd state 
has of n bin compard to the mellode ov fine musik. 
Hense, perhaps, aroze the fabl ov Amphion's bild- 
ing the wawls ov Thebes, merele by plaing on his 
harp.

;muzishan ; but the moral seems to indekate that 
he woz rathur a grate law-givur, hoo dru men 
from thare woods and wilds, and by his per- 
ewasiv manner indus'd them to subjekt themselvz 
to lawz, and liv in harmone and felloship with 
etch uthur.

And you hav 
siited the gloreus konverse, and forgott'n the pre- 
zence ov that omnippotent Being, hoo tills awl

The Munk. 

I had skarsele utturd the wurds, hwen a poor 
raunk, ov the ordur ov Saint Francis, kame into 
the room to beg sumthing for his konvent. The 
moment I kast my eyes upon him, I woz pre-de- 
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termhVd not to giv bim a singgl sous ; and, ak- 
kordingle, I put my purse into my pocket — but~ 
tund t up — set meself a littl more upon my sentur, 
and advanst up gravele to him : thare woz sum* 
thing, I feer, forbidding in my look ; I hav his 
figgur this moment before my eyes, and think 
thare woz that in it hwitsh dezervd bettur. 

The munk, as I judjd from the brake in hi a 
tonshure, a fu skatturd hwite hares upon his tern- 
pis being awl that remaned ov it, mite be about 
seventy — but from his eyes, and that sort ov fire 
hwitsh woz in them, hwitsh seemd more tempurd 
by kurtese than yeers, kood be no more than 
sikstv. — Truth mite lie between — he woz sertinle 
siksty-five ; and the jenneral aer ov his kounte- 
nanse, notwithstanding sumthing seemd to hav 
bin planting rinkkls in it before thare time, agreed 
to the akkount.

the menne grate klames hwitsh ar ourle made 
upon it. 

As I pronoun 6 1 the wurds grate klames, he gav 
a slite' glanse with his i down wurds upon the sleev 
ov his tunik — I felt the full forse ov the appeel — 
I aknollidje it ; sed I — a korse habit, and that but 
wunse in thre yeers, with megur diet — ar no grate 
matturs ; and the tru point ov pitte is, as they kan 
be ernd in the wurld with so littl industre, that 
your ordur shood wish to prokure them by pressing 
upon a fund hwitsh is the proppurte ov the lame* 
the blind, the ajed, and the inferm — the kaptiv 
hoo lize down kountmg ovur and ovur agen the

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days ov his afflikshuns, langgwishes awl go for Lit 
share ov it ; and had you bin ov the ordur ov 
Merse, insted ov the ordur ov Sant Francis, poor 
as I am, kontinued I, pointing at my portmanto, 
ful tsheerfulle shood it hav bin opend to you for 
the ransum ov the unfortshunate. — The munk 
made me a bovr« — But ov awl uthurs, rezumd I, 
the unfortshunate ov our own kuntre shurele hav 
the furst rites ; and I hav left thouzands in dis- 
tress upon our own shore. — The munk gave a 
kordeal wave with his hed — as mutsh as to say, 
no doubt, there is mizzere enuf in evere kornur ov 
the wurld, as well as within our konvent.— But

idy hart smote me the moment he shut the 
door. — Shaw ! sed I, with an are ov karelesnes, 
thre several times — but it wood not do : evere 
ungrashus syllabi I had utturd krouded bak into 
my emadjenashun : I reflekted I had no rite ovur 
the poor Franciscan, but to deny him ; and that 
the punishment ov that woz enuf to the disap- 
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pointed, without the addishun ov unkyna lang« 
gwadje — I konsidered his gra hares, his kurtsheus 
figgur see.tied to re-entur, and jentle ask what in- 
jure he had dun me ? — and hwy I kood yuse him 
thus ? — I wood hav givn twenty livrer for an 
advokate — I hav behavd very il, sed I within 
miself ; but I hav.'onle just set out upon mi travels, 
and shal lern bettur mannurs as I get along.

Vertshu. 



I do not remember to hav red in enne diskors, 
rittn expressle upon the bnte and lovlenes ov vert- 
ehu, without konsiduring it as a dute, and as the 
meens of making us happe both now and here- 
aftur. I dezign, tharefore, this 6pekkulashun as 
an essa upon that subjekt, in hwitsh I shal kon- 
sidur vertshu no farther than as it is in itself ov 
an ameabl natshur, aftur having premiz'd, that I 
undurstand by the wurd vertshu sutsh a jenneral 
noshun as is affikst to it bv the riturs ov morallete. 
and hwitsh by devout men jenneralle goze undur 
the name ov relidjun, and by men of the wurld, 
undur the name ov onnur. 

Hepokkrese itself duz grate onnur, or rathur 
justis, to relidjun, and tassitle aknollidjes it to be 
an ornament to human natshur. The hippokrit 
wood not be at so mutsh panes to put on the 
appeeranse ov vertshu, if he did not know it woz 
the most proppur and effektual meens to gane the 
luv and esteem ovmankynd. 

We lern from Hieroclr s, it woz a konimun saing

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amung the heth'ns, that the wise man hat en no- 
bodde, but onle luvs the vertshuus. 

Tully has a very buteful gradashun ov thawts to 
6ho how ameabl vertshu is. We luv a vertshuus 
man, sed he, who lives in the remotest parts ov 
the erth, tho we are awltogether out ov the reetsh 
ov his vertshu, and kan reseve from it no mannur 
ov bennefit ; nay, wun, hoo died several ajes ago 
razes a sekret fondness and benevvolense for him 
in our minds, hwen we reed his story ; nay, hwot 
is still more, wun who has bin the enneme ov our 
kuntre, provided his wars were reggulated by jus- 
tis and humannete, as in the instans ov Pyrrhus, 
hoom Tully menshuns on this okkashun in oppozi- 
shun to Hannibal. Sutsh is the natshural bute 
and luvlenes ov vertshu. 

Stoesism, hwitsh woz the peddantre ov vertshu, 
askribes awl good kwollefekashuns, ov whot kynd 
soevur, to the vertshuus man. Akkordingle, Cato, 
in the karraktur Tully has left ov him, karryd mat- 
turs so far, that he wood not allow enne wun but 
a vertshuus man to be hands um. This indeed 
looks more like a fillozoffekal rant than the real 
opinyun ov a wize man : yet this woz hwot Cato 
\ crre sereusle manetancd. In short, the stoiks 
thawt they kood not sufficientle repprezent the ek- 
f>ellense ov vertshu, if tha did not komprehend in 
the noshun ov it awl possebl perfekshuns; and, 
tbarefore, did not onle suppoze that it woz tran- 
sendentle buteful in itself, but that it made the 
vcrre bodd eameabl, and banisht evere kynd ov 
dc' or mete from the pers'n in hoom it rezided. 

It ib a kommun obzervashun, that the most 
abiiDilund to awl sense ov goodness ar apt to wish 
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thoze hoo ar related to them ov a different karrak- 
txir; and it is very obzervab], that nun are more 
struk with the tsharms ov vertshu in the fare seks, 
than tho2e hoo by thare verre admerashun ov it ar 
karryd to a dezire ov ruining it. 

A vertshuus mind in a fare bodde is indeed a 
fine piktur in a good lite, and tharefore it is no 
wunder that it makes the buteful seks all ovur 
tsharms. 

As vertshu in general is ov an amcabl and luvle 
natshur, thare ar sum partikkular kynds ov it 
hwitsh ar more so than uthurs, and theze ar sutsh 
as dispoze us to do good to mankynd. Temper- 
anse and abstenense, faith and devoshun, ar in 
themselves, perhaps, as lawdabl as enne uthur 
vertshu ; but those hwitsh make a man poppular 
and beluvd, ar justis, tsharrete, muniffesense, and, 
in short, awl the good kwolletys that rendur us 
benefishal to each uthur. For hwitch rez'n evn 
an ekstravvagant man, hoo has nothing else to 
rekkummend him but a false jennerossete, is of n 
more beluvd and esteemed than a pers'n ov a 
mutsh more finisht karraktur, who is defektiv in 
this partikkular. 

The too grate ornaments ov vertshu hwitsh show 
hur in the most advantajus vuze, and make hur 
awltogether luvle, ar tsheerfulnes and good-na- 
tshur. Theze jenneralle go togethur, as a man 
kannot be agreabl to uthurs hoo is not eze within 
himself. Tha are both verre rekwezit in a ver- 
tshuus mind, to keep out mellancholle from the 
menne sereus thawts it is engajd in, and to hin- 
dur its natshural hatred ov vise from souring into 
severrete and eensoreusnesa, 
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If vertshu be ov this ameabl natshur, hwot kan 
we think ov thoze hoo kan look upon it with uu 
eve ov hatred and ill-wil, or kan suffer thare aver* 
shun for a party to blot out awl the merit ov the 
pers'n hoo is engaj'd in it. A man must be ek- 
sessivele stupid as wel as untsharetabl, hoo be- 
leevs that thare is no vertshu but on his own side, 
and that thare ar not men as onnest as himself 
hoo may difrur from him in polittekal prinsepals. 
Men ma oppoze wun anuthur in sum partikkulars, 
but owt not to karre thare hatred to thoze kwol- 
letys which ar ov so ameable a natshur in them- 
selvz, and hav nuthing to do with the point in dis- 
pute. Men ov vertshu, tho' ov different interests, 
awt to konsidur them selvz as more neerly yunited 
with wun anuthur, than with the vishus part ov 
mankvnd, hoo embark with them in the same 
■ivvil konserns. We shood bare the same luv 
toards a man ov onnur hoo is a livving antag- 
gonist, hwitsh Tully tels us, in the fore-menshund 
passage, evere wun natshuralle duz to an enneme 
that is ded. In short, we shood esteem vertshu, 
tho in a fo ; and abhor vise, tho in a frend. I 
s peek this with an i to thoze kruel treetments 
hwitsh men ov awl sides are apt to giv the karrak- 
turs ov thoze hoo do not agree with them. How 
menne persons ov undouted probbete and egzem- 
plare vertshu, on ethur side, ar blakkend and de- 
famed ? How menne men ov onnur ekspozd to 
publik obloquy and reproach ? Thoze, tharefore, 
hoo are ethur the instruments or abetturs in sutch 
infernal dealings, awt to be lookt upon as pers'n* 
hoo make yuse ov relidjun to promote thare kawz, 
not ov their kawz to promote relidjun. 
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On the Rtgulashun ov pueryl Dyvershuns. 

Menne fanseful id e thuds hav bin invented by 
thoze hoo wisht to rendur pueryl sports kondushr 
to improovment. I nevvur found that tha w<sr 
suksesful. Hwile tha kontinu'd novveltes, tha 
ganed attenshun. — But the artefis was soon viz 
zebl ; and, sutsh is the perverseness ov our na- 
tshur, it woz no sooner diskuvvurd that the sports, 
hwotevur tha wer, tended to improovment, than 
tha were considdurd as a task, and neglekted. 

I must own meself an advokate for pueryl lib- 
berte, during the allotted ours orrelaksashun. Boys 
hav mutsh restraint and konfinement in the time ov 
stadde. In the intervals ov applekashun, tha shood 
hav every induljense konsistent with moral and per- 
sonal safete. Tha shood kontrive their own amuse- 
ments, and vare and discontinu them at thare 
plezhur. Tha wil take violent eksersize ; but vio- 
lent eksersize is nessesserre at thare aje to promote 
growth, and is rendurd mdre dezirabl on akkount 
ov the menne ours hwitsh tha spend in a sed- 
dentare employment. Tha wil run risks : but by 
theze tha wil gane ekspereense, and a nessesserre 
degree ov kurridje. 

Parents, tharefore, of 'n from an ameabl kawz in- 
deed, hwen thare solissetude for the safete ov thare 
tshildren actuates them, are indoost to keep them 
undur paneful restrant, and to debar them the enjoy- 
ment ov devershuns kommun to thare aje, but at- 
tended with sum degre ov danjer. In spite ovevvere 
prekawshun, boys ov spirrit wil engaje in the 
yuzhual amusements ov thare ekwals ; and, if tha 
hav bin konfin'd, will nashuralle rua. voto ^ja&sst

ekstrawaganses in behaveyur than thare kum- 
panyuns. My obzervashuns ar professedle the 
result ov aktual ekspereense : and from ekspe- 
recnse I am abl to assert that boys ov manle spirits 
ar ofn kwite broken down and renderd effemenate 
and kontempteble by too grate a degree ov parental 
solissetude. Maternal fondness in eksess has ofn 
kawzd a favurit boy hoo promizt betttir things, to 
bekum, at last, what is called in the wurld a poor 
kretshur. 

I kood kwote menne passages from the wizest 
amung the anetshents, tending, to proov the ek- 
epedeense ov inuring tshildren to hardships and 
danjurs. But tha have been ofn k wo ted, and it is 
my dezine to attend to rez'n more than to awthor- 
rete. It kannut then be denied, that the eksersizes 
and employments ov the bodde, hwotevur tha may 
be, produse a powerful effekt on the dispozishun. 

Sum idea ov the turn ov mind is yushualle 
and justle formed from the professhun, the trade, 
the da]y okkupashun. Thoze ov the effemenate 
kynd superinduse effemenase, weeknee ov mind no 
less than imbesillete ov bodde. Sumthing simme- 
lar happns in pueryl devershuns. The boy hoo 
has been kept in leading-strings too long, and re- 
stran'd from hardy sports, wil nevvur be a man- 
nevvur puzzes that bekumming spirit hwitsh kan 
enable him to act his part with propriete. 

Helth, viggur, tsheerfulness, and a grate degre 
ov mental strength, depend on a liberal yuse ov 
thoze aktiv eksersizes hwitsh konstetute the jim- 
nastik edukashun ov boys in moddurn ajes. I 
wood only wish so mutsh restraint as may keep 
them from vishus akshun*, from vulgar kumpane, 
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from a habit of kworrelling, and from feets ov ira- 
menent and real danjur. 

The eldur boys ar to be inkurridjd in manle 
sports, for uther and more important rez'ns. At 
the aje ov sev'nteen or ateen, tha shood, even for 
a moral purpus, be induljd in fishing, shooting, 
hunting, tennis, krikket, and awl uthur devershuns, 
konsistent with safete, good kumpane, helth, and 
ekonnome. 

The propensetes to vishus plezhurs ar ofn at 
that aje impetshuus. Nuthing tends more to de- 
vert thare korse, and less'n thare influence, than 
a keen luv ov innosent sports, and an ardent pur- 
sute ov them kontinued ev'n to fateeg. Knox. 



On Holledays. 

I shal not dwel on the kommun-plase obzer- 
vashuns, konserning the plezhur ov rest aftur labur, 
or the yuse ov relaksashun in a studeus life. 
The wurld is awlreddy sufHshentle konvinst ov its 
yuse and its plezhur, and wonts not arguments in 
its rekkummendashun. It is in sum degre ser- 
tanele nessesserre. It affords a variete. It sends 
bak the student with fresh spii rits to his pursutes, 
and indeed it is no less dezirabl to the instruktur 
than to the skollur. The employment ov a supur- 
intendant ov a skool is full ov kare and ful ov labur ; 
and he rek wires holledays for the sake ov his helth, 
his amuzement, and his domestik affares. But 1 
must assert, howevur disagreeabl the doktrin, 
that in the grater part ov skools thare ar by far 
too menne holledays. 

Thare ar too sorts ov holledays hwitsh must ha 
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konsiddurd distinktle : the brakings-up or vaka- 
shuns, and the saints' days and publik festevals. 

Brakings -up ar sertanle proppur. Tha giv the 
parent an opportunete ov bekumming intematele 
akkwanted with his tshild's improovments, by 
plasing them, during sevTeral weeks, undur ths 
parent's immedeate inspekshun. Tha enabl the 
boy to see sumthing ov the world, by introducing 
him to his own fammele and thare vizzeturs. Tha 
undoutedle kontribute to the plezhur ov the boy, 
the mastur, and the induljent parent. Tha ar, 
and hav been, yuneversalle adopted in awl grate 
and establisht skools without a singl eksepshun ; 
tha ar, tharefore, wize instetushuns. 

But the kwestshun arizes, how long shood they 
kontinu, and how of n be repeeted ? In sum or 
our most anetshent and sellebrated skools, the 
brakings-up happ'n net less than four times a year, 
and kontinu twise in the veer six weeks. Besides 
this, evere red-lettur da, as it is kawld, is relidjusle 
obzervd as a pla-da. Upon the hole, it appeers, 
that not abuv half the yeer is realle devoted to 
instrukshun. I shood be ekstreemle sorre to 
oppoze the opinyuns ov the verre respektabl 
superintendents ov theze skools ; but a regard to 
truth oblydjes me to say, that thare is not a shaddo 
ov good rez'n for allowing so large a number ov 
holledays. Indeed, it is no reflekshun on the 
judjment ov the prezzent masturs or trustees, to 
senshur sum ov the long-establisht prakteses in 
thare skools, sinse tha ar of n awthorizd by ritten 
stattutes, and konfermd by a verre powrful law, 
the law ov kustum. But is haf the yeer nessesserre 
to be Jeddekated to relaksashun, on akkount ov 
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the labur ov the uthur haf ? Shurele not ; and if 
I mite ventshur to diktate on this subjekt, I wood 
enakt that thare shood be but too brakings up in 
the veer. Theze shood be at Kristmas and at 
Midsummer, and shood kontinu wun month eetsh 
time. 

The konsekwenses ov too long and too frekwent 
vakashuns ar obveus. Tha ar the los ov time, 
hwitsh mite be more yusefulle employd, the for- 
getting ov those things hwitsh wer awlredde ak- 
kwyr'd, by kontrakting idl and vishus habits, and 
a disrellish ov the employment? and an impashense 
ov the konfinement ov a skooL 

"With respekt to the kommun obzervashun ov 
Saints' days and publik festivals in skools, I se 
littl rez'n in it. I no not how a boy kan pa a 
proppur respekt to a Saint's da bettur than by 
improoving his mind and endevvuring to akkwire 
nofiidje upon it. Ar haf the preshus days ov 
tshildhood and yuth to be thrown awa, without 
improovment, bekawz tha ar marktwith a red 
lettur in the Almanak ? The praktis ov keeping 
them at skool indiskrimminatele, as tha ar of n 
kept at prezent, is mannifestle absurd, and a rellik 
ov popere. 

A fu singl holledays shood, howevvur, be allowd, 
in the intervals between the haf-yeerle returns 
ov vakashuns. But I wish them to be granted 
in the folloing mannur : If enne wun boy has 
performd an eksersize ov remarkabl merrit, or 
made an ekstraordenare profishense in enne 
respekt, so as to dezerv distinkshun, let a holleda 
be konseded in onnur ov him, and let it be kawld 
his holleda. This kannut fale ov eksiting a spirit 
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ov emmulashun ; and hwile it effektshualle kon- 
tributes to the purpus ov nessesserre rekreashun, 
it must awlso kontribute to jenneral improorment,

Orrejin ov the Arts, 

The arts tend to lessen mannuel toyl ; to pro- 
kure both the nessesserres and konveneenses or 
life; and so to rendur our prezzent state more 
agreabl and happe. That the arts, in the erle 
pereud ov sosiete, wer but fu and imperfekt, is 
hwot mite be ekspekted. The real wonts ov men 
ar not numerus, and as long as tha kontinu so, 
thoze arts onle ar kultevated by hwitsh tha kan 
be most ezele supply'd. It woz not til nashuns 
had ekstended thare konnekehuns by kommerse, 
and akkwird a taste for the elleganses 1 ov life, 
that menne ov the arts so kondusiv to na- 
shunal welth and plezhur wer found out. Ttus t 
hwile the arts hwitsh promote dissepashun and 
vise are but ov a moddurn date, thoze hwitsh ar 
nessesserre to livving were awlmost koeval with 
the kreashun ov the wnrld. 

Egypt woz the burth-plase ov the arts. To 
that kuntre we ow the invenshun ov the plow, 
so verre nessesserre in aggrekultur. The farst 
plows uz'd in tillage were awl ov wood. "A 
proof (sez Mister Goguet) that the tilling ov 
grownd woz introdoost in lite soils, sutsh as that 
ov Egypt." Priur to the invenshun ov the plow, 
wooden spades were us'd in huzbandre. In 
sum parts of Scotland, espeshalle in the Hilands, 
a spade is stil uz'd insted ov a plow, But this 
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most be owing, ethur to the povvurte ov the far- 

mur or to the grownd being inaksessebl to the 

plow. Iurn, ov sutsh jenneral yuse in awl the arts, 

woz ov awl the mettals the last diskuvverd, and 

the last employd in mekanniks. Wont, a kon- 

shusnes ov it, and industre, wer the muthur ov 

the arts ; but in vane shood we no our wonts, had 

not the God ov natshur furnisht matereals and 

invenshun hwarewith to supply them. Livving 

in an aje in which the arts ar brout to grate per- 

fekshun, and enjoying the advantajes tha prokure 

us, we pa littl attenshun to the grate efforts nes- 

sessere to thare produkshuns: and yet we are 

told that thare ar parts ov the wurld, the inhab- 

betants ov hwitsh stil kontinu ignorant ov the 

arts most yuseful and nessesserre. — Thare ar na- 

shuns, or rathur tribes ov sawajes, to hoom bred, 

the most kommun food, is not nown^- — Fier, at 

leest how to prezerv and renu it, woz long un • 

known in the wurld ; we se, from the wel-nown 

fabl of Prometheus, that the heethens thawt it 

kame from hev'n. Magellan sez, that the pepl 

ov the Marianne Hands thawt it woz an annemal 

that fed upon wood, and wer afrade to kum ne'er , 

it. Tho' Mexico and Peru abownd with iurn, yet' 

the vuse ov that mettal woz not nown to the in- 

habbetants hwen the Spanyards kame amung 

them. The orrejin ov the most simpl and ezee 

art, if it kontribbute to releev our wonts, or to 

inkrees our konsekwense, be it the gift ov natshur 

or the effekt ov industre, is wurthe our admera- 

shun. Tshanse has led to the diskuwere ov 

menne arts. For, tho* nesessete set men upon 

making attempts to supply thare Niorota, toA^ssia.

attempts hay bin raostle suksesful ; yet; without 
fortshunate insedents, menne things nessesserre 
to life kood not hav bin diskuwurd. 

The Egyptians were akkwaneted with the arts 
from a verre erle pereud ov the wurld. Thare 
linnen yarn (sed to hav bin ov a verre fine 
tektshur) and fine stuffs, menshund in skriptshur, 
show them to hav bin wel akkwaneted with the 
arts ov spinning and weeving. The pirramids, 
thoze enormus masses, hwitsh hav withstood the 
laps ov time, ar a standing monnument ov thare 
skil in arketektshur : but thare taste woz bad. 
Nethur'dezine nor just proporshun are to be found 
in those publik wurks. Hwot historeans and trav- 
velers hav sed ov the time hwhen, and the pers'ns 
by hoom the pirramids were bilt, is onle kon- 
jektshur. Sum think tha wer bilt before the flud ; 
uthurs, that tha wer the wurk ov the Israelites, 
hwilst in bondaje in Egypt. The most probbabl 
konjektshur seems to be, that tha ar sepulkral 
monnuments, in hwitsh the embalm'd boddes ov 
thare kings and grate men were lade ; for the 
Egyptians beleeved that the immortallete ov the 
sole kontinu'd no longur than thare boddes re- 
' maned unkonsum'd.

Sienses. 

Thare is a klose konnekshun between the arts 

and sienses ; they egzist togethur, and the im- 

proovments ov the wun hav a tendense to rendur 

the uthur more perfekt. Hware the arts flurrish, 

happe jeneusses ar stimimxtaXe3i to uh&& rafctt&h- 
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cs, and to promote nollidje. The devizhun ov 
land, the kanals dug to reseev the warturs ov the 
Nile, and thare egzakt admezhurement ov the 
hyte ov the waturs, show the Egyptians to hav 
bin akkwanted with mekanniks and jeommetre ; 
nor wer tha stranjurs to astronnome. Tha di- 
vided the zodeak into twelve sines, nu the moshun 
ov the hev'vnle boddiz, kocd kalkulate eklipses, and 
assine the kawses ov them. Tha had sum noshun 
ov a plurallete ov wurlds, and ov the moshun ov 
the erth. The Egyptians uzed hierogliffikal or 
emblemattekal riting : that is, the figgur ov an 
objekt woz made to repprezent the objekt ; and 
this, before the karrakturs wer invented, woz, 
verre probbable, the oridjenal methud ov riting, 
uzed by awl nashuns. Our letturs came from the 
Romans, the Roman alfabet from the Greeks. ; and 
the Greek karrakturs, sum ov hwitsh are ov He- 
brew oridjenal, kame from the Phenicians : hense 
it is no improbbable inferense, that letturs were 
not before the time ov Moses ; and that God him- 
self gav them to that legislatur upon Mount 
Horeb. From the histore ov the anetehent Egvp- 
tians, kum down to us, we sa, tha had a jeneus 
for invenshun, but karrid nuthing to perfekshun ; 
tha wer grossle superstishus, and mutsh weddid 
to absurd kustums. The arts and sienses arriv 
at perfekshun by gradual improovments ; wun has 
the onnur ov the invenshun, and anuthur that ov 
improoving it. 

Evere thing hwitsh relates to the anetshent 
Greeks is wurthe our attenshun; tha had just 
idea2 ov the unaleenable rites ov men, and menne 
wer thare jenerus and suksesful struck tot ^~ 
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berte. Freedum operated in the lawz ov the sev- 
eral republiks, influenst thare mannurs and taste, 
and woz frendle to improovments in the arts and 
sienses. 

Sparta and Athens wer the too Grecian repub- 
liks that made the gratest figgur ; both wer kurra- 
jus and enterprizing : annemated with a lav ov 
libberte, tha performd the most heroik akshuns ; 
and yet the Spartans and Athenians wer verre 
dissimmelar in thare mannurs ; this dissimmelar- 
rete kood not be the effekt ov kliraate, but must 
hav bin owing to sum uthur kawz. Hwotevur 
Spartan mannurs wer before Lacedemon woe 
guwurned by the lawz of Lycurgus, I am apt to 
think that his lawz, hwitsh that pepl obzervd for 
neer five hundred yeers, had grate influense in 
forming thare manners.
